In Its first acllon against enemy tanks, 
the batLallon took a toll ot TIrccs tind Matlt 
IVs thnt played a major part In stopping the 
big Nazi counter-attack of mid-February. 

It seems 'likely that there are thousands 
of American soldiers who, consciously or 
otherwise, have taken a vow slnillnr lo Major 
Austin's. Most of ns have a bit of tlie ■'smuK 
Vornionter" In us, no matter wlinl pari of 
l-he country we hall from. The avernKe Ai 
lean (like the average person ot any nation- 
ality) sticks pretty close to home and his 
own kind In his thlnklni;. however much he 
may have traveled. Generally speaklnR, Ihe 
-.southerner atlU distrusl.s the damyanHee. the 
Brooklyn native looks down hLs ncc at the 
farm boy, and even the people ot north and 
south Idaho ore more estranged than Is good 
lor either them or the .-itate. 

The army affords a wonderful ojiportunlty 
lo get over such Insular attitudes. Dodglnii 
the same bullets, shoring the same dUch, fac- 
ing the same flak In a bomber teaches toler- 
ance. When men live the same lltc and {acc 
the same dangers, they begin to Judge each 
other according to character, rather than 
accent, religion, education, or the size of 
their civilian salaries. 

There are many, of course, who.-^e ingrained 
prejudices will not be touched by any of 
these factors. But If only a small minority of 
service men bring out of mllliary life lejs 
prejudice than they look Into It, there can 
still be cause (or rejoicing. 

We ato going to need tolerance and un- 
scirishne.'«i during our peacetime readjust- 
ment. The common purpose of war has not 
stilled our economic, sectional, religious and 
racial strlles. 

The returning veterans are going to be a 
great force tn our civilian life. Their soUdar- 
jty can work great good or great harm, de- 
pending upon how It Is organized and di- 
rected. 

It does not seem too much to hope that 
there may be enough men UVlc Majdi Austin 
who have lost that "smug Vcrmonter" atti- 
tude to Influence the veterans and the coun- 
try to work less toward acltlsh and sectional 
alms, and more toward the common good. 

If the American people will be honest with 
themselves, they know that la one thing this 
country needs.
